cused of attacking American 
democracy. 

“They said they think it’s 
Russia; I have President Putin, 
he just said it’s not Russia,” 
Trump said, only moments after 
the Russian president conceded 
that he had favored Trump in 
the election because of his 
promises of warmer relations 
with Moscow. 

“I will say this: I don’t see any 
reason why it would be” Russia 
that was responsible for the 
election hacking, Trump added. 
“I have great confidence in my 
intelligence people, but I will 
tell you that President Putin was 
extremely strong and powerful 
in his denial today.”

Prop. 8 dialysis center debate revisits 
$127 million verdict for local family

Federal court records detail 
what happened. 

Sacramento resident Irma 
Menchaca left her home the 
morning of June 6, 2008, for 
kidney dialysis treatment at 
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DaVita University Dialysis Cen- 
ter in Campus Commons. She 
had begun regular treatments 
five years earlier because of her 
end-stage renal disease. 

She arrived at the clinic and 
reported no health complaints, 
and by 9:45 a.m., she started 
what should have been a 180- 
minute treatment. But at 10:40 
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a.m., Menchaca was found un- 
responsive. Emergency person- 
nel tried to revive her, but the 
57-year old wife and mother was 
pronounced dead at the site. 

Jurors in the wrongful-death 
case in Colorado brought by her 
family concluded her survivors 
should receive $127 million in 
damages. 
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Yet news of this wrongful- 
death award might never have 
reverberated to California if the 
company and a powerful labor 
union weren’t locked in a high- 
stakes, multimillion-dollar bat- 
tle for voter sentiment here.

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Judge 
halts effort 
to deport 
reunified

SAN DIEGO 

A federal judge on Monday 
ordered a temporary halt to 
any deportations of immi- 
grant families who were re- 
united after being separated 
by the Trump administration 
at the border. 

U.S. District Judge Dana 
Sabraw imposed a delay of at 
least a week after a request 
from the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union, which cited 
“persistent and increasing 
rumors ... that mass deporta- 
tions may be carried out im- 
minently and immediately 
upon reunification.” 

Justice Department at- 
torney Scott Stewart opposed 
the delay but did not address 
the rumors in court. He said 
he would respond later in 
writing. The judge gave the 
department until next Mon- 
day. 

Late last month, Sabraw 
ordered the government to 
reunite thousands of children 
and parents who were forcibly 
separated in recent months 
under the Trump adminis- 
tration’s “zero-tolerance” 
policy toward those who ille-
